dress to workingmen. He says in 
part: 

Labor day is an.important event, 
especially to the wage earners; but 
this year labor’s holiday is peculiarly 
significant because it marks the drawn 
of an industrial revival and -invites a 
discussion of the cause and effect of 
the industrial stagnation for. whigh we 
are now emerging. 

The experienceof the past two years 
has emphasized the fact that the best 
way to minimixe the evils of a finan- 
tial or industrial depressian is to 
maintain at the highest possible point 
the purchasing and ¢onsuming power 
of the people. It is equally essential 
toaresumption of commercial and 
industrial activity that employers and 
wotkmen alike shall be patient and 
forbearing with each other. 

But the most valuable lesson that 
has been taught or learned is the one 
that will cause both labor and capital 
to recognize and concede each other's 
rights, obligations and responsibilities, 
There is nofoundamental necessity for 
industrial strife; the interests of la- 


| bor and capital may not be indentical, 


but they are reciprocal and interde- 
pendent, and when both are intelli- 
gently directed, labor and capital can 
and do work together to their mutual 
advantage. Tadeed, astime passes and 
as the real purpose and philosophy of 
trade unionisin as a constructive force 
is fully understood, opposition to it by 
employers will deerease correspond- 
ingly and the day will come when pro- 
gressive employers will insist upon 
having agreements with their asso- 
ciated workmen as a guarantee 
against industrial strife, just as they 
now have insurance to protect them 
against losses caused by disaster and 
accidents, 

The tade agreement is the most 
practical solution of the labor ques- 
tion thatis within our reach, Men 
may, on the one side, funie against 
the labor union, and on the other side 
they may demand the reconstruction 
of society, but practical men must 
recognize Conditions as they exist and 
they should apply themselves in a 
rational way Loward the settlement of 
their differences without resourse to 
the arbitrament of industrial war,

Another pleasant accompaniment of 
tea is the toasted sandwich. That, too, 


we will have by and by. Sandwiches 


of tongue and ham and chicken are 
popular at all times. In hot weather 
I prefer the lighter varieties of tomato, 
cress, nasturtium and lettuce sand- 
wiches. On very warm afternoons you 
may substitute iced for hot tea. Yet, 
since this cooling drink disagrees séri- 
ously with many persona, it is best to 
have hot tea for such as prefer it. 

A basket of light cake or cookies is 
passed after the bread and sandwiches. 
For those who take no sugar in their 
tea, cake is not amiss, It vitiates the 
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taste of the drink for such as qualify 
fit with cream and sugar. In addition 
to cream jug and sugar bowl have a 
plate of sliced lemon, and if you serve 
cold tea, a bowl of cracked ice. 

Stop there! Bonbons, fruit and 
“frappes” are foreign to the genuine, 
quietly refined function. You vulgarize 
it by introducing any of them. 


Afternoon Tea Scones. 

Sift a quart of flour three times with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
one of salt. Chop into this a tabile- 
spoonful of butter and one of lard for 
shortening. Mix in a bowl with a 
wooden spoon into a dough by adding 
three cupfuls of sweet milk, or enough 
to make a soft dough. Do not touch 
with your hands. Lay the dough upon 
your kneading board and roll into a 
sheet half an inch thick. Cut into 
round cakes with your biscuit cutter and 
bake upon a soapstone griddle to a light 
brown.) Split and butter while hot. 

Line’ a tray or plate with a folded 


dipped in mayonnaise dressing. One leaf 
of lettuce suffices for each sandwich.

| precious merchahdise almost, equally 
| valuable. Arrived safely at Vigo, the 
seventeen Spanish -galleons were at- 
tackéd by the combined British: and 
Dutch fleets under Admiral Sir George 
Rooke. The galleons, which weré men- 
of-war, carrying from twenty to forty 
guns apiece, were assisted in the en- 
gagement by twenty-one French ships 
of the line. The others were much 
stronger, and gained an overwhelming 
| victory. 
falling into their hands that the gal- 
leons were sunk, It is proved beyond 
doubt that only a very small part of 
the treasure belonging to the King 
was landed before the battle; con- 
temporary official documents show it 
to have been $10.407,000, and the al- 
lies secured as booty no more than 
$2,174,000! Some of this gold and sil- 
ver was adapted to the national cur- 
reney in England, and a number of 
commemorative medals also were 
struck from the captured gold by 
order of Queen Anne 

Almost as soon as the battle ended, 
attempts were muxde by the Spanish 
Government to recover the treasure. 
They were unsuccessful, and later the 
Government began to grant special 
charters to private companies. A swe- 
cession of attempts were made, the 
Government at first demanding as 
much us 95 per cent. of oll treasure 
that might be raised from the Bay.
